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AN attempt to make the Public acquainted with 
fome of the productions of a country of which they 
have lately heard fo much, and in which they are 
now as anation fo deeply interefted—a country too fo 
extremely unlike all thofe beft known to Europeans, 
cannot fail to be acceptable, however imperfect in 
its extent. The prefent work muft be confidered only 
as, what it pretends to be, a Specimen of the riches of this 
mine of botanical novelty. It may inform the cultivators 
of plants concerning what they have already obtained 
from New Holland, as well as point out fome other 
things worthy of their acquifition in future. As the 
author intends it for the ufe of his countrymen and 
countrywomen, it is written in their own language— 
a language every day growing more univerfal, and 
which many circumitances now feem to point out as 


likely to become the moft fo of any modern one. 
| The 
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The effential characters alone are given in Latin, as 
well as in Englifh. The figures are taken from coloured 
drawings, made on the fpot, and communicated to Mr. 
Wilfon by John White Efq. Surgeon General to the 
Colony, along with a moft copious and finely-preferved 
collection of dried fpecimens, with which the drawings 
have in every cafe been carefully compared.

AMID all the beauty and variety which the ve- 
getable productions of New Holland difplay in fuch 


profufion, there has not yet been difcovered a propor-

tionable degree of ufefulnefs to mankind, at leaft with 
* ref{pect to food. This is our firft and moft natural en- 
quiry in a fcene of fuch novelty; but it is an enquiry 
natural to all the lower orders of {fenfible beings, 
as well as to man. It may perhaps mortify his pride 
to think how much more quickly and certainly inferior 
animals judge upon fuch a fubjec&t. Their powers 
however reach no farther. It is the peculiar privilege 
of reafoning man, not only to extend his enquiries to a 
multiplicity of attainable benefits to himfelf and his 
{pecies, befides the mere animal neceffity of food, but 
alfo to walk with God through the garden of creation, 
and be initiated into the different plans of his providence 
in the conftruétion and ceconomy of all thefe various 
beings; to ftudy their dependencies upon one another 
in an infinitely complex chain, every link of which 
is effential; and to trace out all thofe various ufes 
and benefits to every branch of the animal creation, 
of which each animal is a judge only for himfelf. In 
this point of view no natural production is beneath the 
notice of the philofopher, nor any enquiry trifling 
under the guidance of a {cientific mind. 

In compliance however with thofe who do not look 
fo deep into natural knowledge, we here introduce to 
their acquaintance almoft the only wild eatable fruit of 
the country we are about to illuftrate. It may ferve as 
an olive-branch, to procure their patience as we pro- 
ceed together hereafter through the confideration of 

lefs 
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lefs confpicuoufly interefting objects. Nor will the 
{cientific botani{t find the plant before us unworthy 
of his moft accurate attention. 

Its genus is eafily characterifed in the Linnean fyftem 
by the many-feeded berry above the flower, and may 
{tand fomewhere between E/callonia and Mangifera. 
We cannot certainly tell what genera are its natural 
allies, efpecially as we have no knowledge of the fruit 
and feeds except from a drawing. May it be akin to 
the Capparides of M. de Juffieu? 

The name Bi//ardiera is given it in honour of James 
Julian la Billardiere, M.D. F. M. L. S. now engaged as 
botanift on board the French fhips fent in fearch of 
M. de la Peyroufe. His lcones Plantarum Syrie rariorum, 
the fruits of a journey to the Levant in 1786, juftly en- 
title him to fuch a diftinction. 

We have acquired two {pecies of this genus from New 
South Wales. The root of the prefent is woody and 
zigzag, with a reddifh inner bark. Svewzs feveral, twining 
among other fhrubs, branched, woody, round, downy 
when young, deftitute of leaves except on the young 
branches. Leaves alternate, feffile, lanceolate, bluntith, 
moftly entire, but undulated and revolute in fuch a 
manner as to appear dentated, which they fometimes 
really are, paler beneath, flightly veined, moft hairy 
when young. Stipu/e none. Flowers folitary, enveloped 
in long leaves, terminating the young branches, on fhort 
downy footfalks, drooping, of a pale lemon-colour, 

without 
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without bracee. Calyx regular, of five equal, narrow, 
pointed, leaves, hairy and ciliated. Pefa/s five, twice as 
long, equal, lanceolate, pointed, attenuated at the bafe, 
inferted into the receptacle. Stamina five, as long as 
the calyx, and oppofite to it, equal, fubulate, {mooth. 
Anthere arrow-fhaped. Germen altogether fuperior, 
oblong, very hairy. S7y/e fhort, erect. Stigma fimple. 
Berry cylindrical, yellow, very obtufe at both ends, 
downy, terminated by the permanent ftyle, and faid 
to havea very fine flavour, not unlike a roaited apple. 
Seeds numerous, horizontal, blackifh.

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its anibera, each of which confilts of four cel/s, commu- 
nicating with one common tube, the excretory duct of 
the pollen. In the conitruétion of this name we run 
counter indeed to a precept of Linnzeus (Crit. Bot. p. 44), 
and we do fo becaufe in that inftance we think him in 
the wrong. After objecting, with reafon, to generic 
names too fimilar in found to each other, he is fome- 
what unmerciful in itigmatizing almoit all that have 
any fyllables in common, and wonders at Vaillant for 
ufing the termination 7/eca at all. The word furely in 
itfelf is unexceptionable ; and as all the generic names 
of Vaillant conitructed with it, even Tetragonotheca 
(which Linneus at firit retained), are now laid afide, and 
therefore there can be no ambiguity, we hope to be 
excufed for adopting ¢eca, as it fo precifely fuits our 
purpofe. 

Tetratheca probably belongs to M. de Juffieu’s order 
of Erica, not indeed that it anfwers well to his chara¢ters 
of that order, but it is allied to fome of its genera, efpe- 
cially Pyro/a. All its fpecies are {mall fhrubs with red 
flowers (varying to white), which retain their colour 
when dried. 

Tetratheca juncea has a {mall woody root, which has 
fome appearance of that of an annual plant. The /em 
is much branched, even from the bafe; the branches 
alternate, long and {lender, very acutely triangular, and 
almoit winged. Leaves mottly {mall and not numerous, 
alternate, lanceolate, entire. Szipude none. Each branch

produces a fimple feries of drooping flowers, in a race- 
mofe order, on fimple capillary red footitalks, with afmall 
leaf at the bafe of each. Calyx deeply cloven, obtufe. 
Petals obovate, crimfon, paler on the outfide, entire. 
Stamina equal; the Alaments very fhort; anthere flightly 
curved, with four blunt angles, and four furrows, brown, 
tipped with a pale fimple tube, into which the four cells 
of the anthera open. Germen very fmall, obovate, com- 
prefled. Style fhort and fimple. Cap/ule pendulous, 
obovate, compreffed, pointed. Seeds two in each cell, 
one above the other, cylindrical, {tanding on a white 
twiited pedicle. 

Every part is {mooth. We have fpecimens of a va- 
riety with white petals, but the calyx and footftalk re- 
main red.

WHEN a botanift firit enters on the inveftigation 
of fo remote a country as New Holland, he finds himfelf 
as it were in anew world. He can fcarcely meet with 
any certain fixed points from whence to draw his ana- 
logies ; and even thofe that appear moft promifing, are 
frequently in danger of mifleading, inftead of informing 
him. Whole tribes of plants, which at firft fight feem 
familiar to his acquaintance, as occupying links in Na- 


ture’s chain, on which he has been accuftomed to de- 


D pend, 
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pend, prove, on a nearer examination, total ftrangers, 
with other configurations, other ceconomy, and other 
qualities; not only all the fpecies that prefent them- 
felves are new, but moft of the genera, and even natural 
orders. 

The plant before us juftifies the above remarks. Its 
botanical characters are fo new, we can {carcely tell to 
what tribes it is allied; and although, from the peculiar 
felicity of the Linnsean fexual fy{tem, founded on parts 
which every plant uf? have, we are at no lofs to find 
its clafs and order in that which is an artificial fyitem, 
we {till {carcely know what genera are its natural allies. 
It, however, feems moft nearly related to Dicfamnus and 
Ruta, of all the Decandria Monogynia, and may be 
fafely inferted near them. We dare not pofitively fay 
it belongs to M. De Juffieu’s natural order of Rufacea, 
but for the prefent it may be fo confidered, till future 
difcoveries fhall authorife us to conititute a new one. 
The generic character above given certainly diftin- 
guifhes it from all other genera, and the name applies 
to the very unufual horn-like divifions of the petals; 
like thofe in the leaves of the Ceratophy//um of Linnzeus. 
One f{pecies only is already known. 

This, Mr. White informs us, is one of the trees (for 
there are feveral, it feems, befides the Eucalyptus rejini- 
jfera, mentioned in his Voyage, p. 231.) which produce 
the red gum. He further remarks, that it is the only 
wood of the country that will {wim in water.

The tree is of a confiderable height, upright, much 
branched, and of a beautiful appearance when the 
flowers are come to maturity, or rather about perfecting 
their feed, asin the fpecimen here figured. [Every part 
is quite fmooth. Branches oppofite, round, ilightly 
angular at the top. Leaves oppofite, on footttalks, 
ternate. Leaflets feffile, nearly equal, lanceolate, obtufe, 
ferrated, veiny, fhining, paler beneath. S//puce none. 
Panicles terminal, firft oppofitely, and then alternately 
branched, with a fmall pointed glutinous bractea at the 
bafe cf each partial flower-ftalk. Flowers at firft ex- 
panding {mall, but the calyx afterwards becomes much 
enlarged, whitifh, tinged with red, and all their parts 
continue permanent till the fruit is ripe. The Calyx 
is inferior, five-cleft; its fegments lanceolate, acute, 
flightly ribbed; its margin at the bafe of the fegments 
furrounded with a ring bearing the petals and ftamina, 
as in icofandrous plants. Pefa/s alternate with its feg- 
ments, at firit equal to them in length, then much 
fhorter, irregularly and unequally pinnatifid; their di- 
vifions linear and acute. Stamina ihorter than the 
petals, awl-fhaped. Azer roundith, of two oval cells, 
and with a fpur at their bafe. Germicn in the bottom 
of the calyx, globular, ten-ribbed. S*y/e awl-thaped, 
fhort. Stigma cloven, acute. Capéde in form lke the 
germen, fmall, with a coriaceous covering, originally 
two-celled, but one fide feems always abortive, and the 
feed in the other pufhes the partition from the centre.

THIS hitherto non-defcript f{pecies of Bank/ia has a 
woody branched ftem, the draucbhes commonly three or 
more together, curved upwards.

to two inches in length, linear, very narrow, revolute 
in the margin, green and fmooth above, white and 


downy beneath, ending very abruptly, tipped with

three little {pines, and having feveral of the fame kind 
hooked upwards, in the margin, particularly towards 
the top. The young leaves are very downy. Flowers 
thick fet in a cylindrical ereét fpike, arifing from the 
divarications of the branches. Their common receptacle 
is cylindrical, rather obtufe, covered with clofely im- 
bricated downy fcales, fome of the lowermoft of which 
terminate in a long downy pointed arifta, and from 
among the reft the flowers come out in pairs. The 
{tructure of the flower is well expreffed in the annexed 
plate. We fufpect the fruit figured in Mr. White’s 
Voyage, page 225, fig. 1, may belong to this fpecies, 
but we have no pofitive authority to affert it. 

Our Bankjia fpinulofa differs from B. ericefolia of 
Linneus (Herd. Linn.) in having leaves at leaft four 
times as long, obtufe, but with a fmall central fharp point 
from the mid-rib between the other two terminal points, 
as well as in having a greater or leffer number of {mall 
fharp-hooked lateral teeth towards the end of each leaf. 

The natives of New South Wales call it Wattangre.

THE moft magnificent plant which the prolific foil 
of New Holland affords is, by common confent both 
of Europeans and Natives, the Waratah. It is more- 
over a favourite with the latter, upon account of a rich 
honeyed juice which they fip from its flowers. Our 


figure was taken froma coloured drawing made from 
G “ the 
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the wild plant, compared with very fine dried fpecimens 
fent by Mr. White. Only one garden in Europe, we 
believe, can boaft the poffeflion of this rarity, that of the 
Dowager Lady de Clifford, at Nyn Hall, near Barnet, 
who received living plants from Sidney Cove, which 
have not yet flowered. The feeds brought to this 
country have never vegetated. 

The fhrub is 8 or to feet in height, with feveral wand- 
like fimple round branches, covered with a fmooth 
brown bark, and clothed with numerous large alternate 
leaves, without ftipule. Thefe aves are from 4 to 6 
or 8 inches long, obovate, not broad, blunt, but tipped 
with a{fmall point, {mooth and veiny, paler and even 
glaucous beneath, more or lefs ferrated in their upper 
part with fharp unequal teeth, entire, and very much 
attenuated at the bafe, running down into a fhort rufty- 
coloured footftalk. A very denfe fimple fpike or head 
of flowers, appearing in October, terminates each branch, 
furrounded at the bafe with an involucrum of many 
large lanceolate acute leaves, of a moft fplendid crimfon, 
downy on their upper fide. The flowers are very 
thickly fet round a conical receptacle, each on its own 
footitalk of half an inch in length. The pe/a/s cohere 
together at their bafe, except at the back of the flower, 
where the ftyle feparates them early. The anthere 
are reniform, {lightly pedicellated, fheltered by a con- 
cavity in the tip of each petal. Germen pedicellated. 
Style incurved. Stigma large, obtufe. Fruit a coriaceous 
follicle, or pouch of one piece, cylindrical, fmooth, 

recurved, 
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recurved, {plitting longitudinally along its upper edge, 
and containing many flattened /eeds, each furnifhed 
with a membranous lanceolate wing.

OF this new and very fingular fpecies of Emboth- 
rium a plant brought from New Holland. flowered latft 
fummer, for the firit time, at Mefirs. Grimwood’s at 
Kenfington, from which our figure was drawn; the 
fruit only was taken from native f{pecimens. 

The root is perennial, and prefers a light fandy foil. 
Stems {fomewhat fhrubby, 3 or 4 feet high, ereét, but 
little and alternately branched, round, {lightly ftriated,

fmooth, thrice divided into narrow, decurrent, fharp, 
entire fegments, fometimes three-cleft, of a dark green 
colour, and firm rigid fubftance, much refembling the 
leavesa@»f Peucedanum Silaus. The upper and lowermott 
are more fimple. F/owers inodorous, in a long, loofe, 
terminal, fimple fpike; ftanding in pairs, back to back, 
each on its proper footftalk, with one lanceolate fharp 
bractea in common to the two.

{fpreading, and revolute at the tip. -dutbere two-lobed. 
Germen with three remarkable glands at the bafe of its 
footitalk in front.

THIS fhrub is faid to form a bufh four or five feet 
in height. Our knowledge of it is entirely from dried 
{pecimens and drawings, for it has-not yet been raifed 
from any feeds brought to Europe. In New South 
Wales it fhould feem to be not uncommon, flowering in 
October. 

The root is perennial, thick and woody. Stem very 
much branched even from the bottom, round, the 
H 
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younger branches angular, and clothed with fine filky 
down, as are likewife the flower-ftalks, corollie, and backs 
of the leaves. The /eaves are for the moft part ternate, 
covering the branches without any order, nearly feffile, 
the uppermoft, or thofe which grow on the weaker 
branches, being fimple. Their form is moftly elliptical, 
fometimes linear, always tipped with a minute very 
fharp point, entire, revolute, three-nerved, and veiny, 
the lateral nerves running in a very peculiar manner 
very near the margin and along the fharp edge made 
by its being turned in; upper furface bright green, 
fmooth, and naked. Stipuse none. Spikes terminal, 
folitary, fhort and denfe, recurved, fimple. Flowers on 
fhortifh, alternate, folitary, fimple footitalks, all directed 
upwards, without Jracfee or imvolucra. Corolla rofe- 
coloured, filky without, clothed partly with very dente 
erect hairs within, and fplit about half way down into 
four fegments. Authere fmall, yellowith, feffile in the 
hollow tips of the corolla, as in other f{pecies of this 
genus. Germcn oval, green; //y/e {mooth, red; /igma 
hemifpherical, fmooth. Fo//ic/e oval, black, tubercu- 
lated, deftitute of hair or down, brown within. Seeds 
two, flattifh, attached by a very fhort wing to the upper 
end of the follicle. 

There are three very remarkable varieties of this 
{pecies, Viz.

THIS, like the preceding fpecies, is hitherto a 
ftranger to our gardens. In its native country it flowers 
about November. 

Root knobbed and woody. Stemwz much branched, 
three or four feet high; the branches round, clothed 
with harfh down, and thickly covered with very nu- 
merous alternate folitary /eaves, about the fize of thofe 
of box, almott feffile, elliptical, with a little fharp point, 
entire, revolute, but deftitute of the lateral nerves ob- 
fervable in E. /ericeum, veiny, dark green, very rough 
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above, with minute prominent tubercles, downy beneath. 
Stipule none. Flowers numerous, in folitary terminal 
erect umbels, without mvolucra. Flower-/lalks fimple, 
round, thickly clothed with reddifh brown hairs. Co- 
rolla clothed externally with the fame coloured hairinefs 
as the flower-{talks, and internally with white; its four 
fegments cohere together, fo that their four cells form 
one common cavity, deftitute of hair, and of a brown 
colour, in which ftand, in the form of a ftar, the four 
yellowith anthere, each of two cells. Germien oval, with 
a gland at its bafe, very hairy, as is the fe; /figma 
lateral, a little below the pointed apex of the ftyle, pro- 
minent, blackifh, not hairy, rugged. Fo//icle ovate, gib- 
bous, black, covered with white hair. Seeds two, each 
attached by a very fhort wing.

THIS elegant fhrub flowered in the greenhoufe of 
Lord Vifcount Lewifham, in February 1794. The fame 
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{pecies flowered the preceding year at Sion Houfe. It 
is a native of the coaft of New South Wales, among rocks, 
as we believe are all the fpecies of Piwelea. The genus 
was firft publifhed by Forfter in his Nova Plantarum 
Genera, and there called Bank/ia; but every fpecies of 
which it is compofed having been referred by the 
younger Linnzeus to Paférina, and he having in the 
fame work named another tribe of plants after Sir Jofeph 
Banks, Gertner, in reftoring the original genus of 
Forfter, adopted the name of Pimelea from the manu- 
{cripts of Dr. Solander. It is derived from zizea», fat, 
but is rather a pleafantly founding, than.a very apt de- 
nomination, unlefs there may be any thing oily in the 
recent fruit. In natural affinity Pive/ea nearly approaches 
Paférina and Daphne, but their number of ftamina 
being fo very different, furely juftifies us in keeping it 
feparate from them. In this natural order we are not 
yet indeed quite clear upon what principles genera ought 
to be difcriminated, and therefore dare not undertake to 
remove the great uncertainty in which all authors have 
left them. 

Pimelea linifolia has a fmall zigzag root, from which 
arifes a {traight round {fmooth upright //e7, branched 
irregularly for the moft part, though fometimes ap- 
pearing dichotomous, in confequence of the young 
branches f{pringing in pairs from the upper part of the 
old flowering ones. The da@ré is reddith, cracking longi- 
tudinally ; its inner layer remarkably filky, which is 
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characteriftic of this natural order. Leaves clothing the 
younger branches, oppofite, on very fhort footftalks, 
flightly fpreading, linear-lanceolate, varying much in 
breadth, fharpifh, entire, with a fimple nerve. Stipule 
none. F/Yowers in terminal heads, numerous, inodorous. 
Braétee four broad ovate entire leaves, clofe to the 
flowers. Corolla very flender, tubular, {now-white, filky 
externally ; the /m in four equal ovate {preading feg- 
ments, with a red fpot at the bafe of each withinfide. 
Stamina two, their filaments rather fhorter than the limb, 
and inferted into the bafe of two of its fegments, fo that 
they are altogether without the tube, and not within it 
as in Daphne, Paférina, &c; anibhere oblong, yellow. 
Germen faperior, oval, green, very {mall, {mooth ; /y/e 
rather longer than the tube, fimple and capillary ; _//iema 
capitate, very fmall. Frwit a fmall oval dry berry or 
rather drupa, inveitted with the permanent bafe of the 
corolla, and containing a folitary hard feed or nut. 
Common receptacle clothed with numerous white per- 
manent hairs.

NEW Holland abounds with papilionaceous plants, 
moftly belonging to new genera, and many of them 
having perfectly diftinct ftamina, which therefore can 
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by no means be admitted into the clafs Diade/phia, but 
muit come next to Sephora in that of Decandria. The 
plant before us is one among feveral {pecies which con- 
{titute one of the moft diftinét of thefe genera, and to 
which we have given the name of Pw/tenva in order to 
commemorate the merits of a very amiable and deferving 
Englifh Botanift, Dr. Richard Pulteney, F.R. and F. L. S, 
of Blandford in Dorfetfhire, well known by his Sketches 
of the Progre/s of Botany in England, and more efpecially 
by his Biography of Linnzeus. 

This genus differs materially from the true Sophora, 
in having a roundith pod of one cell, and only two feeds, 
inftead of a long many-feeded pod divided into numerous 
cells ; and although many of the Cape Sophore do indeed 
approach Pu/tenea in their fruit, the lait mentioned 
genus is effentially diftinguifhed from them, and all 
others we have hitherto feen, by the two appendages 
to the calyx, affixed either to its bafe or fides. 

We received a living fpecimen of this plant from. Mr. 
Alexander Murray, gardener to Benjamin Robertfon, 
Efq. at Stockwell, who raifed it late in the autumn of 
1792 from feeds brought from New South Wales. It 
firft flowered in April 1794. 

The ftem is fhrubby, varioufly branched, round; the 
wood hard and whitith; dark brown, covered more or 
lefs with withered briftly /7pule: branches long and 
{traight, pointing upwards, clothed with leaves, and ter- 
minated by round heads of handfome yellow inodorous 
flowers. The /eaves furround the branches in great 
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numbers without any regular order, and are linear, very 
narrow, tipped with a little fharp point, entire, {mooth, 
without any projecting vein or nerve, moft frequently 
ciliated with fine {tiff hairs. Foot/a/ks very fhort, pale 
and {mooth, erecét at night, by which the leaves become 
clofely prefled to the branch, and imbricated one over 
the other, though in the day time, and efpecially in 
bright funfhine, they {pread horizontally. The very 
remarkable /pu/e ftand folitary juft above the infertion 
of each footitalk, erect, and clofe-prefled to the branch, 
whofe bark they by that means completely conceal ; 
they are brown, of a chaffy texture, lanceolate, cloven 
and fometimes laciniated, furnifhed with two parallel 
nerves. The fowers are about twenty or more, in a 
round head, among {fpreading leaves, and the branch. 
they at firit terminate is at length fometimes protruded 
beyond them, by which they become verticillate; each 
{tands on a fhort, round, {mooth flowerttalk, with érac/ea 
like the leaves, but fmaller, and likewife accompanied 
with ftipule. Ca/yx ilightly campanulate, red, divided 
half way down into five acute, {preading, ciliated teeth, 
of which the two uppermotit are the fhorteft and broadett; 
between them and the next pair ftand the two ap- 
pendages which make a material part of the generic 
charaéter, and which agree exactly in appearance with 
the proper teeth, except in being fomewhat narrower, 
and inferted, one on each fide, about half way down the 
entire part of the calyx, to which their lower end is 
clofely applied, fo that they make the calyx appear to 
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have feven teeth of equal length. Coro/a of five petals. 
Standard with a firm horizontal claw, its limb erect, 
round, {lightly notched, the two fides generally folded 
together, deep yellow, with a red femicircular line near 
the bafe. Wings nearly linear, obtufe, concave, with a 
large tooth at the bafe, deep yellow, horizontal, much 
fhorter than the ftandard. Kee/ of two pale yellow, 
obovate, concave petals, as long as the wings, ftrongly 
connected by their lower edge, and with a tooth near 
their bafe on the upper. S*amina all nearly equal, 
fomewhat fhorter than the keel, a little declining; 
Jlaments wferted into the receptacle, cylindrical, taper- 
ing to a point; anzfbere {mall, roundifh. Gerszen {mall, 
green, oval, {mooth, tipped with a tuft of white hair, 
and containing the rudiments of two or three feeds; 
/iyle \onger than the {tamina, fubulate, recurved, fmooth; 
flisma acute. Pod fcarcely longer than the calyx, 
roundifh, pointed, turgid, brown, hairy at the extremity, 
of one cell, containing two /eeds on fhort footftalks, in- 
ferted into the upper edge of each valve near the bafe. 
The plant appears to abound with mucilage, ef{pecially 
the leaves.

THE genus of Eucalyptus, eftablifhed by the cele- 
brated French botanift M. L’Heritier, of whofe fate amid 
the prefent dreadful convulfions of his country we. have 
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for fome time been ignorant, was firft publifhed in the 
Hortus Kewen/fis, vol.2. 157. The original f{pecies there 
mentioned is named ob/igua, anda figure of it is given in 
M. L’Heritier’s Sertum Anglicum, tab. 20; but the de- 
{cription has not yet appeared. Having lately received 
fpecimens from New South Wales of five more very 
diftinét fpecies, we fhall now attempt to characterize 
them, firft defcribing more fully that exhibited in our 
plate. 

Eucalyptus robufia is one of the largeft and loftiett of 
trees, frequently too feet in height ; its wood hard, heavy 
and ftrong, of a reddith colour, and abounding with refin. 
Branches round below, covered with {mooth bark, very 
angular towards the extremity. Leaves alternate, on 
footftalks, firm, fmooth, with a ftrong rib and fine pa- 
rallel veins, ovate, pointed, entire, generally oblique, and 
often a little unequal at the bafe, but not univerfally fo. 
Stipule none. Umbels on flower-ftalks, frequently from 
the axillze of the leaves, and folitary, fometimes two or 
more together, forming a fort of alternate racemus, and 
fometimes fuch race terminate the branches. Sracfee 
none. General flower-fla/k an inch or more in length, 
comprefled, two-edged, dilated upwards; partial ones 
about eight or ten together, nearly of the fame form, but 
much fhorter, fingle-flowered, dilated into the bafe of 
the calyx. Flowers yellowifh, occafionally with a red 
tinge. Calyx obconical, fometimes round, often two- or 
even four-edged, entire; 4d rather more than equal to 
it in length, {welling above the bafe, then fuddenly con-

tracted, and terminating in a blunt, flightly curved, co- 
nical point. When the lid falls off, it difclofes numerous 
ftamina, which foon fpread very wide. The /y/e ftands 
on four crofs ribs in the centre of the flower, which 
crown the germen; it is club-fhaped, compreffed or 
angular; //gma fimple; germen in the bottom of the 
calyx. We have not feen the fruit ripe. Every part of 
this plant, and indeed of every other Evcalptus we have 
examined, is void of all pubefcence. This is not fo 
highly aromatic as fome other {pecies, though very per- 
ceptibly fo when rubbed, and it is likewife aftringent 
and acrid. Its refin is an inferior fort of red gum, of a 
brown hue. The fize and itrength of the tree, like 
that of the European Qyercus Robur, feem peculiarly to 
juitify the name rodu/ia.

The /eaves are ovato-lanceolate, firm, aftringent, but 
not very aromatic. We have feen no other fpecies in 
which the /owers ftand in little denfe heads, each flower 
not being pedicellated fo as to form an umbel. The /d 
is about as long as the calyx. Flower-/la/k comprefied, 
always folitary and fimple. 

The fruit of this fpecies, ftanding on part of a branch 
whofe leaves are fallen off, is figured in Mr. White’s 
Voyage, page 226, along with the leaves of the next 
{pecies.

A fine effential oil, much like that of Peppermint, is 
obtained from this {pecies, and every part of the dried 
plant exhales the fame odour when rubbed.—We are 
now convinced this is diftinét from the following, havy- 
ing compared the flowers of both. At the fame time 
we have obferved the minute white fpots on the leaves 
(Whites Voy. 228.) in E. piperita, as well as in the other.

From the only fpecimen we have feen of this, which 
is in Sir Jofeph Banks’s herbarium, it appears the 
branches are all round to the very top. General flower- 
flaiks round, the partial ones only flightly angular, not 
comprefied. Bark rough from the fcaling off of the 
cuticle, but this may bean unnatural appearance. Leaves 
ovato-lanceolate, aromatic, but without the flavour of 
peppermint.

This, when in flower, is the moft magnificent of its 
genus. The /caves are lanceolate, aftringent and acrid, 
but fcarcely at allaromatic. Flower-/a/ks all compreffed. 
Lid fomewhat membranous. 


All the fpecies are deftitute of hairinefs or pubefcence, 
the /eaves fimple, lanceolate, or ovato-lanceolate, pointed, 
entire, moft frequently oblique, and often unequal at the 
bafe, on angular foot/alks, without /ipule. Stamina very 
numerous. Szy/e and /igma fimple. 

-There feems to be another fpecies in the gardens, with 
narrow leaves, the young ones of a rich purple, but its 
flowers are as yet unknown.

IT has lately been a complaint among cultivators of 
plants, that the vegetable productions of New Holland, 
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however novel and fingular, are deficient in beauty. 
We do not think the cenfure by any means juftin gene- 
ral; and if it were fo, the fhrub here delineated might 
atone for a multitude of unattractive ones, by its own 
tranfcendent elegance, as well as by its refemblance to 
the favourite Erica tubifora. We hope it will one day 
be introduced into our gardens, and remain a perpetual 
affertor of the botanical honour of its country. 

Our figure is taken from a drawing, obligingly com- 
municated by the late Major Rofs, and affitted by very 
magnificent fpecimens from Mr. White. This fpecies 
efcaped the obfervation of Sir Jofeph Banks and Dr. So- 
lander, though {feveral others of the fame genus, which 
is an extenfive one, were brought to Europe by them, as 
wellas by Dr. Foriter. The latter confounded the genus 
with his Epacris, as did the younger Linnzus after him; 
a miftake which Gzertner corrected, and called our Sty- 
phelia by the name of Ardifia; but that denomination 
having been previoufly given by Dr. Swartz and Mr. 
Aiton to another plant, we adopt Dr. Solander’s ori- 
ginal name, Stypbelia, derived from sv?:a%¢ harfh, hard 
or firm, expreflive of the habit of the whole genus, and 
indeed of the whole natural order. 

This fhrub forms a thick bufh, two or three feet in 
height, varioufly branched, firm and rigid in all its parts ; 
the branches round, downy when young. Leaves {cat- 
tered, feffile, fpreading, of a narrow obovate figure, en- 
tire, tipped with a fpine, fmooth, marked with many 
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parallel veins beneath. Szspu/e none. Flowers about the 
middle of the branches, axillary, folitary, fpreading, on 
very fhort, downy /fower-/falks, furnifhed with two or 
three minute, pungent, downy drac/ea. Calyx imbri- 
cated, fmooth, ftriated, pungent; the five innermoft 
leaves lanceolate, nearly equal; the three, four or five 
outer ones much fhorter, broader, and gradually lefs- 
Corolla four times as long as the calyx, crimfon, tubular, 
{welling upwards, externally {mooth, internally very 
hairy, efpecially juft above the bafe; 470 in five linear, 
revolute, hairy fegments. Stamina alternate with thofe 
fegments, and inferted at their bafe, projecting, fimple, 
{mooth; antbere verfatile, incumbent. Germen fmall, 
globular, furrowed, {mooth, invefted at the bafe with a 
fort of entire membrane, probably the necf/arium of So- 
lander ; /y/e capillary, longer than the ftamina; /igma 
fmall, obf{curely notched, fmooth. Fyrziz an oval {mooth 
drupa, which we have only feen half-ripe, but in that 
{tate it plainly exhibited the generic character.

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THIS fhrub is now not uncommon in our green- 
houfes, having been raifed in plenty from feeds brought 
from Port Jackfon. It generally bears its fragrant flowers 
late inthe autumn, and might then at firft fight be fooner 
taken for a Myr/us than a Mimo/a.

A more extraordinary Mimo/a than even the preced= 
ing. We know no other fpecies that has fo much afpe- 
rity about it; certainly every other fimple-leaved one 
yet difcovered is perfectly {mooth. It has not appeared 
in the gardens, nor were any fpecimens fent till laft year. 

It feems to form a thick rigid bufh, the dranches 
numerous, alternate, fpreading, round, very rough with 
a fhort, denfe, rigid pubefcence, efpecially when young.

THE vaft Ifland or rather Continent of Auftralia, 
Auttralafia, or New Holland, which has fo lately at- 
tracted the particular attention of European navigators 
and naturalifts, feems to abound in fcenes of peculiar 
wildnefs and fterility; while the wretched natives of 
many of thofe dreary diftricts feem lefs elevated above 
the inferior animals than in any other part of the known 
world; Caffraria itfelf not excepted; as well as lefs en- 

dued 
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dued with the power of promoting a comfortable exift- 
ence by an approach towards ufeful arts and induftry. 

It is in thefe favage regions however that Nature feems 
to have poured forth many of her moft highly orna- 
mented products with unufual liberality : where, in par- 
ticular, fhe appears to have itationed birds, fuperior per- 
haps in elegance to thofe of moft other climes; and 
which difplay their richly-varied plumage in fcenes un- 
Known to mankind ina civilifed ftate, and where their 
beauties can only be contemplated by the eyes of bar- 
barians. 

Amidft the number of thefe admired animals, the 
{pecies reprefented on the annexed plate may juftly claim 
a diltinguifhed place. It may indeed be doubted whether 
any bird can exhibit a plumage more elegant, or colours 
of anobler hue. Thefe are fo accurately expreffed on 
the plate, as well as mentioned in the fpecific chara¢ter, 
that it becomes unneceflary to particularife them here. 
It therefore remains only to add, that the fize of this 
{pecies is equal to that of the Pennantian, or Splendid 
Parrot, to which it is alfo nearly allied in fhape and ge- 
neral difpofition of colours.

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AMONGST the moft curious quadrupeds yet difcover- 
ed inthe Antarctic regions, may be numbered the animal 
reprefented on the prefent plate; which (exclufive of its 
diminutive fize, not exceeding that of a common domettic 
moufe) forms as it were a kind of connecting link be- 
tween the genera of Didelphis and Sciurus, or Opoffum 
and Squirrel. In the genus Sciurus we meet with a cer- 
tain number of fpecies which are furnifhed with an ex- 
panfile {kin on each fide the body, by the affiftance of 
which they are enabled to fpring toa confiderable dif- 
tance, and to dart from tree to tree in a more rapid man- 
ner than the reft of their congeners. Thefe particular 
kinds of Squirrels have been fometimes called Pefauri/ie 
or Petauri; and in the defcription of a New Holland ani- 
mal of this tribe, figured in the NATURALIST’s MISCEL- 
LANY, I have taken the liberty of inftituting a diftinct 
genus for fuch fpecies under the name of PETAURUS; 
difaffociating them, on account of the very {triking par- 
ticularity of the lateral membrane, from the reft of the 
Squirrel tribe. It follows, therefore, that on fimilar prin- 
ciples the {mall flying opoffum here reprefented fhould 
form a diftinct genus alfo, and be feparated from the 
other opoffums. Inthe prefent inftance, however, I have 
not difaffociated this fpecies from the other Didelphides ; 
and as it is probably by far the moft diminutive of the 
tribe, have diftinguifhed it by a title expreffive of its 
imallnefs. The opening of the abdominal pouch in this 
{pecies is of a femilunar form, as expreffed in the out- 

lined 
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lined figure in the corner of the plate. On laying open 
by incifion this receptacle, I found on each fide a young 
one in the fituation reprefented in the fketch, and very 
large in proportion to the parent animal: they were 
totally deftitute of hair, and confequently had not ap- 
proached to the period of their fecond birth. I fhould 
obferve, that in fuch {pecimens as were not ina pregnant 
{tate, the mamm~e appeared extremely fmall, and were 
only four in number. The tongue in this animal is re- 
markably large and long, and of a flattened form. The 
hind feet (as in moft other opoffums) furnifhed with a 
round mutic or unarmed thumb or interior toe, and the 
two adjoining interior toes united (as in feveral other 
Auttralafian quadrupeds) under one common {kin.

THE numerous genus Chztodon contains fome 
f{pecies which, on account of their very near alliance in 
point of general appearance, are not eafily difcriminated 
from each other.

THIS beautiful Snake, which appears to be unpro- 
vided with tubular teeth or fangs, and confequently not 
of a poifonous nature, is about three, and fometimes four 
feet in length. Its colour on the upper parts is a gloffy 
violet-black ; the fides of an elegant deep crimfon, which 
on the abdomen declines into a paler tinge, or more ap- 
proaching to whitifh; while the fcuta or broad femi- 
circular fcales which compofe this part, are each deeply 
bordered with black. The alternate fcales or divided 
{cuta beneath the tail are of a lead-colour, and the largeft 
feries of the crimfon fide-fcales are tipped with black ; 
which gives them an appearance peculiarly elegant. 
This Snake may be confidered as a f{pecies hitherto un- 


defcribed.

SPECIFIC CHARACTER. 


Grey Opoffum, fnow-white beneath, with lateral flying 
membrane and extremely villous prehentfile tail, black 
towards the extremity. 


IN its general afpect this animal has fo much the 
appearance of a {quirrel, that on a curfory view it might 
readily pafs for fuch. A more exact infpection into its 
characters will however evince it to be a genuine 
Opoffum. Its fize is nearly that of acommon {fquirrel, 
but on account of the fulnefs and particular growth of 
the fur (which, like that of the Lemur, grows in a fub- 
erect manner), it appears fomewhat larger. Its general 
colour is exactly that of the Sciurus cinereus or American 
Grey Squirrel. <A black {tripe paffles over each eye along 
the top of the head: under each ear is a black patch 
furrounded with white; the hair on the white part 
having a more foft or flocculent appearance than the 
black. The tail (which is prehenfile) is of the fame 
colour with the body for about half its length, the re- 
mainder being black. It is very full of hair, and tapers 
a little towards the extremity, but without any acute 
termination. The eyes are black, round, and full. The 
ears round, fhortifh, and very thin. The whole under 
fide of the animal is milk-white. The upper parts of 
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the feet are alfo white, and the edge of the lateral or 
flying membrane, which extends from the fore feet to 
the hind, is edged with a blackifh border as in the flying 
{quirrels. The abdominal pouch is of confiderable fize, 
and is fituated, as in other opoffums, on the lower part 
of the abdomen. The hind feet are furnifhed with a 
rounded, unarmed, or mutic thumb. Nothing can ex- 
ceed the foftnefs and delicacy of this animal’s fur, which 
is, if poffible, {till finer than that of the Petaurus of New 
Holland defcribed in the Naturalift’s Mifcellany, and to 
which indeed, though very greatly inferior in fize, as 
well as widely differing in colour, it bears a ftriking 
affinity. I muft alfo add, that I have great reafon for 
fuppofing the Petaurus to be furnifhed with an abdomi- 
nal pouch ; a particular which I have not yet been able 
to afcertain; no living fpecimens having been yet im- 
ported. The Opoffum now defcribed is a nocturnal 
animal, and continues torpid during the greateft part of 
the day, but during the night is full of activity. In this, 
as wellas in other Auftralian Didelphides, the two toes 
on the hind feet neareft the thumb or rounded one, are 
connate, or both conjoined under one common {kin. 
The plate reprefents it nearly in its natural fize.

THIS alfo is one of thofe {pecies which are furnifhed 
with an expanfile lateral membrane. It is principally 
diftinguifhed by the length of its tail, and is reprefented 
in its natural fize. In the ftructure of the feet it per- 
fectly agrees with the other Auftralian Opoffums; the 
two interior toes of the. hind feet being united under 
one common {kin. 
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
